1. Persons desirous of becoming Members of the Society will fill up and 
sign the Form of Application for Membership, which may be obtained from 
the Secretary. 

2. Every Member must either be a Life Governor, a Life Member, or an 
Anntial Member. Persons not resident in the Uuited Kingdom can be 
Life Governors or Life Members only. 

3. Every Member shall pay on entrance an Entrance Fee of Ten Shillings. 
In addition to the Entrance Fee, Life Grovemors shall pay a Subscription 
of Ten Pounds ; Life Members a Subscription of Five Pounds ; and Annual 
Members an Annual Subscription of Ten Shillings, payable in advance.

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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION. 

The Council has pleasure in presenting to the member of the 
Society another volume of the Clydesdale Stud-Book. The con- 
tents of this fourth volume are pedigrees of Mares, with produce, 
numbering 266, and pedigrees of Stallions foaled before 1st 
January, 1881, numbering 335. In the Appendix will be found 
a list of Stallions travelling in given districts during the past ten 
or fifteen years; a Prize List for prizes gained in 1880 and 
1881 ; an Obituary and Exportation List; and a list of the Members 
of the Society up to date. As on a former occasion, the Council 
specially calls the attention of purchasers of the Stud-Book to the 
corrections on previous volumes given in pages 141-164. 

The following Extract from Minute of Meeting of Council held 
on Wednesday, 21st Dec, 1881, is of importance, and should be 
carefully noted : 

Jnter alia: " Report of the Editing Committee. 
" Case of the Pedigree of * Marquis of Lorne ' (1488). 

** After a careful study of the whole correspondence, the Committee is 
** satisfied that the pedigree of the horse, 'Marquis of Lorne' (1488), 
** entered by the owner, is incorrect, and decides that it must be erased 
** from the Stud-Book. 

** The Council adopted the Report of the Editing Committee, and 
** further resolved that each member of the Society should be made 
' * aware by circular of the decision regarding the pedigree of ' Marquis of 
'* 'Lome,' that an advertisement containing the decision should be 
" inserted in the North British Agriculturist^ and Aberdeen news- 
'' papers, and that a notice to the same effect should be inserted in a 
'* prominent position in Volume TV." 

A noticeable feature in this volume is the number of entries 
made by American owners. 
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vi PREFACE, 

Horses will not now be purchased by American and Colonial 
buyers unless registered; hence the importance to breeders of 
Stud-Book registration. The number of breeders who have 
registered in this volume for the first time is considerable, and 
the addition to the Society's membership during the year has 
been very encouraging. 

The Obituary column, now introduced for the first time, should 
be of much value to Breeders, because they will be able by it to 
check the possibility of fraud in giving the name of a dead animal 
as sire or dam of stock offered for sale. Such cases have occasion- 
ally come under the notice of the Committee, and in the compilation 
of the Retrospective Volume it was frequently found that when 
all other means of weighing evidence failed the age test settled the 
point. Dates of death and exportation should be as carefully 
noted as dates of birth.

On the 18th of March, 1853, the Royal Northern Agricultural 
Society held their first spring show at which draught stallions were 
included. The show was postponed in consequence of one snow- 
storm to be held almost in the middle of another. It was held in 
a wood-yard at Poyner-Neuk ; there were 28 entries, but only 23 
animals came forward. There were four prizes given, two of the 
horses being required to travel in Aberdeenshire, one in Banffshire, 
and one in Kincardineshire. The following are partial prize lists 
for each year since. The first and second prize horses invariably 
travelled in Aberdeenshire, except on occasions where explanations 
are given.
